If {t be your fortune to bire servants, 
it would be well to remember that you 
re entering into a business contract, 
each side of which should be observed 


to the letter. The servant problem ts 
| mot only @ result of industrial condl- 
tions, but of the home conditions, and 
if a mistress remembers that a serv- 
| ant is a buman being, and treats the 
worker considerately, perbaps. the call 
of the mill, with its regular hours, will 
bot be so alloring. 

It frequently falls to a woman's lot 
to train a willing servant into the ways 
of her bome and somettiines Into the 
ways of serving. The tinportant thing 
js not to attempt too much aft once. 
Take one setting of the table and the 
| serving, and by repetition and frequent 
lessons bave the maid master this. Im- 
press on ber mind the tmportance of 
| the mechanics of serving The most 
| inexperienced will soon acquire effi- 
'elency tn placing the silver, glasses, 
| ete. correctly. 

Generally speaking, the knives and
